onist of the scheme. In 
doing -so he undoubtedly 
realised the ¢xtent to which the 
plan would be ottacked by the 
Imperialists, but controversy 
has surrounded ~—- Maemillan 
throughout his political career. 

He is a man. of high 
intellectual atlainment. and 
possesses what fa sometimes 
called “a sense of the cCnturles.” 
As_a soldicr in the First War 
onda Minister in the Sccond, 
he gaw the rise of Germany 
from the despair of defeat.

It is not an casy question to 
answer. Hitler once said con- 
temptuously that the British 
had an Empire held together by 
moonbeams. But now we are 
considering a practical trading 
partnership with natlons far 
remete from the moonbeams of 
the Britlsh conntction. : 

Surely the Britlsh colonial 
territories would profit by such 
a federation, since the market 
for raw materials would not 
only be vast but unhindered by 
currency difficulties, Presum- 
ably there would be a consider- 
able pooling of technical “know- 
ledge, which would also be of 
mutuai value. 

But, above all, there would 
exist a political unification of 
Britain, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, Holland and Luxem- 
bourg. Such ao unit must, by 
{ts very character,, build a 
protective dam agalnst the 
thrusting tide of Communism.
